tomers since the strike began, but in 
most cases the buyers have had to come 
after the milk. The strikers have been 
trying to stop the sales to groceries, 
holding they made the strike ineffective. 
The strikers, within the last 24 hours, 
have Warned grocers that if they con- 
tinued to buy milk from the dairies af- 

- fected by the strike, no more deliveries 
pt ice or bread would be made to them. 


| Officials of the icemen’s union said they 
bad not yet decided to curtail its de- 


liveries to groceries, but that the men 


who make such deliveries are under 


strict orders not to handle any milk 


from a dairy affected by the strike. 
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If the grocer has any such milk in his 
icebox when the iceman comes, he must 
get it out of the way and replace it 


himself, as the iceman will not touch 


it. ; 

Icemen May Strike. 

If the ice dealers insist that their 
drivers shall make deliveries to the 
St. Louis Dairy Co., and discharge any 
of them for refusing to do so, an ice- 
result. This would 
be a much more serious matter for the 
general public than the milkmen’s 
strike has been thus far. Women and 


_ ¢hildren could not carry home the fam- 
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ih supply of ice, as they now do the 
milk supply, and in the crowded dis- 
tricts, general suffering and increased 
infant mortality would be likely to re- 
sult. 

Some grocers today, because of diffi- 
culty in getting milk, increased the re- 
tall price from 5 to 6 cents a pint, and 
from 10 to li or 12 cents a quart. The 
dairy salesrooms adhered to the reg- 
ular scale. 

James J. Barrett, assistant State La- 
bor Commissioner, is undertaking to 
bring about conferences of the drivers 
and their employers, with a view to ar- 
bitration. 

John P. Cabanne, president of the St. 
Louis Dairy Co., said his firm intended 
to fight the strike out to a finish,“ re- 
Sardless of the action of other compa- 
nies and that its drivers cannot come 
back unless they lay down their unton 
cards and buttons. 


Cabanne had a controversy with po- 
licemen over the carrying of weapons 
by the drivers of the St. Louis Dairy Co. 
trucks. A policeman, who had been as- 
signed to accompany a truck driver to 
Union Station for a supply of milk, re- 
fused to make the trip unless the driv- 
er would leave behind a revolver and 
cartridges, which were on the seat of the 
truck. After some discussion, the re- 
volver was left behind. 

The strikers on picket duty sent down- 
town for a quantity of crepe, to be 
worn on their sleeves as a token of 
mourning for William Mitchell's death. 

The public continued today to get its 
supply of milk and ice cream from dairy 
offices and retail stores.

MUTUAL BREWERY 


PLACED IN HANDS, 
OF A ut 


Company Consents to Its Man- 
ager Being Named on Petition 
of Four Creditors. 


OWNED BY SALOON MEN 


Promoter, Who Got Large Com- 
missions for Sale of Stock, 
Killed Himself. 


The beginning of the end of the Mu- 


tual Brewery, organized and financed 


by St. Louis saloon keepers, was fore- 


cast today when the bankruptcy ref- 
eree appointed William Greisser as tem- 
porary receiver for the company’s prop- 
erty at Forest Park boulevard and 
Boyle avenue. 

The appointment was in response to 
an involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
filed by four creditors whose claims 
total $916.90, and to answer filed by the 
company in which it agreed to the 
appointment of Greisser as temporary 
receiver. He is general manager of 
the brewery. 

The petitioning creditors and their 
claims are the West St. Louis Machine 
& Tool Co., $178.65; Busy Bee Motor Co., 
$200; Lawton, Byrne, Bruner Insurance 
Agency Co., 3394 and the Frank R. 
Smith Printing Co., $144.z. 

Allegations of Plaintiffs. 

They allege that, knowing itself to 
be insolvent, the Mutual company in 
July and August paid bills totaling 
$449.30 to the Crown Coal Co., the Obear, 
Nestor Glass Co., the Massachusetts 
Bonding and Insurance Co. and John 
V Kerber, thus making them preferred 
credito: s. 

The Mutual Brewing Co. has had a 
stormy career since it was organized 
with saloon keepers as the principal 
stockholders in April, 1913. Its original 
capitalization was $2000, but this was in- 
creased to $1,000,000, mainly through the 
efforts of Patrick H. Nolan, who came 
here from New York to promote ths 
project. Nolan received large commis- 
sians on the stock which he sold and he 
was made vice president and general 
manager of the brewery.  __. — ao 

In the fall of 1914 creditors asked that 
A receiver for the property be appointed. 
About the same time an involuntary p>- 
tition in bankruptcy was filed. Testi- 
mony was taken by Bankruptcy Referee 
Coles and it was shown that Nolan had 
received more than $40,000 in three yeurs 
in addition to his salary as manager for 
selling the company’s stock. 

Promoter Killed Himself. 

The hearing was continued and on 
the eve of its reopening Nolan shot and 
killed himself in his office at the Brew- 
ery. 

In May, 1915, the company was per- 
mitted by Referee Coles to reorganize 
in accordance with a plan to give a 
series of notes to the stockholders and 
to pay off the creditors. At that tims 


Charles H. Fisher was appointed mar- 
ager. 

The creditors’ petition filed today 
says the company’s assets are: Real 
estate, $125,000; buildings and equip- 
ment, $600,000; personal property, 
$40,000; raw and finished material, 
$70,000, and accounts and notes, 350, 
000. 

Greisser will be required to fur- 
nish a bond of $100,000 as temporary 
receiver.

Fail to Find Way to Break Dead- 
lock, Want 24 Hours to 
Study Situation.

Leaders Say That They Will Not 
Wait Long Upon Federal 
Board. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—After deliber- 
ating the greater part of the night. 
Commissioners William A. Chambers, 


Martin A. Knapp and G. W. W. Hanger 
of the United States Board of Media- 
tion and Conciliation were today no 
nearer a solution of the ‘‘deadlock”’ in 
the dispute between the four railroad 
brotherhoods of the country and the 
employers than they were yesterday. 
The efforts of the mediators tu 2yert ua 
nation-wide strike were virtually “ a 
halt, due to the fact, it was reportea. 
that the railroads refuse to grant any 
concession other than arbitration, while 
the men persist in their firm stand for 
the unequivocal granting of their de- 
mands for a basic eight-hour day and 
time and a half for overtime. 


A formal request for a 24-hour delay 
in the negotiations was made by the 
Federal board to the union men today, 
when they assembled to receive the 
mediators and it was reported that the 
beard, unless there was an unexpected 
change in the situation in that time, 
Was prepared to suggest to President 
Wilson that he intervene. 

Hanger, who asked for the delay, took 
pains to point out, however, that no 
particular significance should be at- 
tached to the sudden change in their 
plans. 

Wants Time to Study Situation, 
‘It must be remembered,“ he said that 
the question at issue involves hundreds 
of railroads and thousands of men and 
the mediators cannot arrive at a ju- 
dicious conclusion, as to the merits in 
the case, until they have thoroughly 
assimilated the situation.“ 

Hanger added that the board ex- 
pected to continue its deliberations to- 
day and might reach a decision by eve- 
ning as to the time of the next meeting 
with one of the other side in the dis- 
pute. 

We do not intend,” said W. S. Stone, 
chief of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Engineers, to wait very long on the 
mediators. 

“The temperament of the men is 
sich that they would not have waited 
a minute if we had not persuaded them 
to give the mediators a chance. 

“Personally I do not care to carry 
the strike vote around in my pocket 
for any extended period. It is like a 
stick of dynamite.“ 

Has Settled 47 Cases. 

Since its organization in 1913, through 
an act of Congress, and up to Sept. 20, 
1915, the Mediation Board has sat on 
47 controversies between railroads and 
their employes. In every instance the 
board has succeeded in securing an 
ultimate adjustment of the differences, 
39 cases having been settled by media- 
tion and eight by arbitration.” 

A report was current today that the 
railroad managers were ready to pro- 
pose a different form of arbitration 
than that provided for under the New- 
lands act, which the brotherhoods ob- 
ject to. This was that instead of six 
arbitrators—two appointed by each side 
and two neutral—the board consist of 
four appointed by each side and four or 
six neutral, making a total membership 
of 12 or 14. This would make it possible 
also for each of the four brotherhoods 
to have an arbitrator on the board. 


PARALYSIS SHOWS SLIGHT 
DECLINE IN NEW YORK TODAY 


Thirty-One Deaths and 165 New Cases 
in Last Twenty-Four Hours of 
Cooler Weather. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—The epidemic 
of infantile paralysis showed another 
Slight decline today and health experts 
who are fighting the scourge here were 
more hopeful that the cool weather 
which relieved the city yesterday, would 
materially check the spread of the 
Plague. The daily bulletin of the Health 
Department shows that during the 24- 
hour period which ended at 10 a. m., 31 


children died of the disease and 165 new 
cases were reported in the five boroughs 
of New York City. Yesterday 38 chil- 
dren were killed by the plague and 
175 were stricken. 


Four Deaths From Parniyasais Re- 
ported in Philadelphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—Sixteen 


new cases of infantile paralysis and 
four deaths were reported in this city 
for the 24 hours ending this morning at 
9 o'clock, and a total of 58 cases in the 
city since Monday morning. Since July 
1 there have been 148 cases, with 28 
deaths.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The State 
Department has forwarded to the 
American embassy at London without 
comment a protest by American corre- 
spondents in Germany against censor- 

ship by the British officials. 

The reporters complained that much 
of their correspondence sent by way of 
England had been suppressed and that 
many dispatches permitted to go 
through had had passages and words 
deleted so ag to convey an erroneous 
meaning, frequently exactly the reverse 
of what was intended. 

At present the disposition is to re- 
frain from challenging the right of any 
belligerent Government to censor news 
dispatches wherever such censorship is 
regarded as a military or political ne- 
cessity.

Semi-Official Report of Sinking of 
Mall Steamer Declares Vessel

AMSTERDAM, Aug, 11.—A semi-official 
account of the sinking by a submarine 
recently of the Italian mail steamship 
Letimbro, received here today from 
Vienna, says the Italians fired on the 
submarine with two guns, and that there 

were troops on board. 

„After the submarine had fired a warn- 
ing shot at a distance of % meters,” 
the statement says, the vessel opened 
fire from two guns at the stern and at- 
tempted to escape by zig-zagging. The 
submarine pursued the steamship, re- 
plying to the fire without hitting the 
vessel, which had shown no flag. 

Later boats were lowered from the 
steamer. After ascertaining that no one 
remained on board, the steamship was 
sunk by the submarine.

ROME, Aug. 11.—The number of pr 
oners taken by the Itallans since the 
fall of Gorizia exceeds 15,000, according, 
to the correspondent of the Tribuna, on 
the Isonzo front. Italian cavalry and 
cyclists are clearing the valleys of the 
retreating Austrians, and, according to 
the correspondent, the battle continues 
in favor of the Italians on both wings. 

The importance of the Itallan success 
es around Gorizia is becoming more evi- 
dent hourly. The battle is continuing 
behind the city over a front about 12 


miles long. The Austrians have re- 
treated along the railroad in the di- 
rection of Dornverg, eight miles south- 
east of Gorizia, and over the national 
highway to Schon Pass, six miles © 
the east, and are now attempting te 
reform their front on a line extending 
from Vipacco to Tarnova. 
Austrians on Offensive, 

Meanwhile the Austrian are attempt- 
ing to take the offensive at Monte Nero 
and var.vus other points of the Italian 
front, but thus far have been unable 
to divert the Italians from their opera- 
ti-ns behind Gora. 3 * 

Popular enthusiasm is at high pitch 
throughout Italy. Congratulations are 
pcuring in from all parts of the world 
t» King Victor Emmanuel and Gen. 
Cn dorna. 

The third army, under command of 
the Duke of Aosta, which is still bear- 
ing the brunt of the fighting, has won 
high praise. The Duke, before the 
battle began, called on his army to 
ficht and win “in the name of your 
mothers, your wives, your sisters and 
ycur country.” 

From evidence arriving here the be- 
lief prevails that the victory of the 
Italians Was not due to the demoralisa- 
tion of the Austrians, as the fighting was 
the severest seen on this front. The 
Austrians contested every foot of the 
ground about Gorizia, even after the 
loss of strategic points of Monte Sabo- 
ting and Monte San Michele. 

While the success of the Italians un- 
doubtedly was due largely to the new 
heavy artillery, which matched at 
last, after a year of waiting for their 
manufacture, the heavy %6-millimeter 
Avwtrian guns, yet the hand-to-hand 
fighting was appalling in flerceness— 
bayonets, knives, bombs, cavalry sworda, 
pistols and arms of every description 


Personal Deeds of Herotem. 

Personal deeds of heroism were plen- 
tiful. especially in connection with the 
Italian use of a new method for 
ing barbed wire entanglements, involv- 
ing the almost certain death of the sol- 
dier who plants the bomb for this pure 
pore. 

The victory of the Italians ts consid- 
ered all the more creditable sinee the 
Austrians on the lower Isonze front had 
long prepared for an attack on a large 
scale, having successfully resisted many 
previous ones on small sectors. The tak- 
ing of Monte Sabolina, the key to Go- 
rizia, and the vast section surrounding 
it. is regarded as the biggest feat in all 
the fighting in the lower Isonzo region, 
While the Italians previously had taken 
and lost Michele many times, they never 
before were able to approach Sabotina.

Notwith- 
sianding the enemy’s efforts to stem 
our advance, our gallant troops under 
Gen. Sakharoff, by a series of repeat- 
ed attacks, pushed the enemy out of 
villages and woods on the right bank of 
the river and, having reached the ridge 
commanding the heights, they are fight- 
ing before the village of Trosianecnes- 
grovee. One of our cavalry regiments 
attacked the enemy’s infantry and by 
a second attack on the flank of the 
dense masses of Germans threw them 
into complete disorder. In this way 
their advance was stopped. In this re- 
gion the gallant troops of Gen. Ekk 
took in battles between Aug. (and Aug. 
10 a total of 28 officers and 13,000 men. 
In addition over 1000 wounded Austri- 
ans and Germans were captured. This 
number includes two staff officers, 104 
Llieutenants and 4872 men who were 
taken in one day’s battle on Aug. 10. 
The losses of the enemy in killed or 
wounded, according to the statements 
of prisoners, were enormous. 
In the region of the Monasterzyska- 
WNizniow Railway the successes of our 
troops are developing, and they continue 
to advance. One of our infatry regi- 
ments, having driven out the enemy 
from the wood northwest of the village 
of Dubenka, on the River Koropice 
© into the southern part of the town 
of Monasterzyska, where fighting is 
continuing. The enemy forces, consist- 
ing mostly of Germans, launched coun- 
ter attacks which everywhere were re- 
pulsed by our troops. We took here

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By Frank H. Simonds. 
HE time has perhaps arrived when 
T it is wise to recall that so far in the 
history of the present conflict, in- 
sufficient and one-sided views of several 
situations have contributed to leading 
the mass of observers in all camps into 
very grave errors. 

For example, in the earliest days of 
the war, after the allies’ defeats had 
silenced their own press and official 
statements, the world actually had 
nothing to go by but the German official 
reports, which naturally interpreted the 
overwhelming and almost incredible se- 
quence of German victories in accord- 
ance with German hope and expectation. 
Between fhe battle of Charleroi and the 
decision at the Marne there was abso- 
lutely no light from allied sources. 

Accordingly, the outside world be- 
lieved the worst at the moment when, 
in fact, the allied situation had been 
restored, a great victory of the Marne 
had been prepared and the complete 
frustration of the original and tremend- 
ous German conception was in sight. 

Situation Reversed. 

After the battle of the Marne, on th3 
other hand, when Berlin became silent 
and London and Paris vocal, there was 
every expectation that the Germans 
were to be turned out of France and 
that the war would end in speedy Ger- 
man defeat. This impression endured 
through the battle of the Aisne and was 
only dissipated when the fall of Ant- 
werp and the German attacks in Flan-, 
ders and Poland were seen to be within 
an ace of restoring the German situa- 
tion and giving the Kaiser the channel 
ports and Warsaw. 

Exactly as inaccurate were the expec- 
tations held everywhere outside of Ger- 
man and Austrian frontiers, save among 
a few informed, in the spring of 1915. 
The Russian victories in the Carpathians 
had taken hold upon the public imagina- 
tion and the press had again seized upon 
the only source of news, which naturally 
was the statements of the successful 
party. Kitchener’s army was mobilized 
a full year ahead of time, the allied 
spring drive was regarded as about to 
complete the work in the West, and Rus- 
sia seemed about to step over into the 
Hungarian plains and take Budapest. 

In point of fact, of course, Germany 
had forged the thunderbolt which was to 
strike the Russian line on May 1, and 
was about to begin a victorious advance 
that was to take her from the Carpathi- 
ans to the Beresina, while British and 
French armies were to be on the de- 
fensive or checked in their first offen- 
sives, for long months to come. 

When Russia had suffered her disas- 
ters, when the Germans and their allies 
had got to Constantinople, crushed Ser- 
via, ruined the Gallipoli campaign and 
marched from victory to victory, the 
whole outlook changed again and the 
new frame of mind that resulted lasted 
right through Verdun to the first great 
Russian successes in last June. 

New Allied Success. 

Now we have Russian, Anglo-Frencn 
and Italian successes. They are great 
successes, they are synchronized move- 
ments and they may foreshadow the im. 
mediate breakdown of the central Pow- 
ers. Unless they are interrupted they 
are bound to bring about an ultimate 
wearing down. But it is altogether un- 
wise to conclude that they will not bs 
met, or that we have now vassed per- 
manently into an ebb tide of German 
fortune which will remain constant. 

The thing that should be recognized 
now is that it is by no means sure 
that Germany has played her last card, 
and that if she has not, then we are 
about due for her answer to the moves 
that we are all watching with such 
breathless interest now. 

The allied hypothesis is that with all 
the foes of the central Powers now 
striking in unison and in obedience to 
a central command, and in consonance 
with a co-ordinated plan, Germany will 
be unable to do more than to try to 
hold all her lines. The allied belief is 
that she lacks the reserves to keep 
these lines permanently manned. They 
reason that the effort merely to hold 
these lines will exhaust her reserves 
and they dismiss the idea that Germany 
has the man power to indulge in such 
an offensive as she disclosed against 
Russia at the critical moment of last 
year, when the spring campaign was 
opening. 

This may be true. We are going to 
know whether it is or not before snow 
flies, and if it is, then the war is mere- 
ly a problem in attrition, a matter of 
subtraction. It is possible, however, 
that having underrated or overrated 
Germany by spells since the very outset 
of the war, her enemies and all neutral 
observers may be again falling into 
error. 

And if this be the case the next two 
months will reveal the fact, for it is 
improbable that Germany, unless sne 
is compelled to do it, will go into anoth- 
er winter of war with nothing but a 
series of partial reverses and uniform 
retirements bchind her. 

Short of a decision; that is, a real and 
unquestioned victory, the one chance 


— — 


yof peace this winter has hitherto de- 
pended on the success of the Germans 
in preserving their familiar legend that 
they had won the war and that only 
blindness and © ey on the part of 
their foes was ing the coming of 
peace. But alreud, the allied victories 
have shattered this conception. Germany 
has been sufficiently defeated in two 
months of the allied campaign to con- 
vince her foes that her eventual defeat 
is certain, if not soon to be achieved. 

hinks Germany's Best Chances Goae, 

Germany has got to destroy this state 
of mind; she is fighting against superior 
numbers, wealth, ultimate resources. 
She has failed to eliminate any one of 
her several foes before they were able 
to unite in a co-ordinated, synchronized, 
common attack. Manifestly her best 
chances are lost; all her chances of 
winning the war as she hoped to win it 
when her armies entered Belgium have 
vanished. It is a draw that the Germans 
are now insisting upon, a draw in which 
there will be profit for Germany, but 
modest profit. And the basis of her 
claim for a draw is the assertion that 
her foes cannot conquer her or turn her 
out of what she has conquered. 


Her people believe this, her soldiers 
believe this, and the whole mass of 
German population believes this; but 
their faith cannot endure a steady attri- 
tion with no counterbalancing gains. Be- 
tween slow defeat and quick defeat 
there is a wide distance, but if Germany 
— win anywhere and continues to 
lose slowly, her own people will not mis- 
take the fact. No one dies in the last 
ditch and no nation holds out long after 
the unmistakable direction of the tide is 
disclosed, save in the presence of sure 
destruction of its independence and es- 
sential integrity. 

Wherefore it is perfectly plain that 
Germany has now to take the field in 
another counter-thrust, or else concede 
that she has lost the war, lost even 
the hope of a draw to which she clings, 
the draw that she describes as ‘‘vic- 
torious pease.’’ Conceivably this effort 
will take the form of a drive through 
Russia toward Petrograd or Moscow. 
Conceivably it will be a counter-thrust 
through Bukowina or from the Bug at 
Gen. Brussiloff. There are signs that 
some movement has been prepared; 
there have been suggestions for several 
weeks that there is a German move- 
ment on foot, and the selection of 
Hindenburg to take over most of the 
eastern front is one of them. 


The thing that must be accepted as 
the best argument for believing that 
a new German effort is at hand is 
the fact that a long continued absence 
of such a movement would demonstrate 
that Germany is really at the limit 
of her power and that the end has 
begun, If Germany fails to make such 
& move this summer, if she continues 
to lose as she has been losing, if 
there is nothing to counter-balance 
what she has lost before the weather 
ends the compaign of 1916, then the al- 
lied nations will look forward to next 
year with complete confidence; they will 
not listen to any suggestion of peace 
on terms that Germany’s rulers would 
now or then think of accepting, and 
Germany will have to face the pros- 
pect of another year of war in which 
her foes will have far greater advan- 
tages in munitionment and heavy ar- 
tillery than they now have, 


Likened to Napoleon's Position, 

After more than two years of war 
Germany's position is worse than at any 
time since she rallied at the Marne de- 
feat. And the neutral world’s point of 
view recognizes this. The barometer of 
public judgment reflects this. Napoleon 
suffered from this state of affairs in 
1813, he suffered from it at home and 
abroad. It ultimately led Austria to at- 
tack him, it led many of his smaller al- 
lies to desert him, it led his own people 
to weary of him and of the war. Feeling 
it, he continued to hold lines he should 
have evacuated because they were too 
long for his armies. He held them be- 
cause he feared the moral effect of 
abandoning them, although the mili- 
tary peril was unmistakable. 

The greatest crisis of the war came 
with the opening days of September, 
1914. The first two weeks of that month 
decided that Germany could not win the 
war as she hoped and expected to win 
it We have come to the second great 
crisis. Unless Germany can restore the 
outward appearance of her military af- 
fairs In the next two or three months, 
it will be plain to her own people, as 
well as to all her foes, that she cannot 
win the war at all, cannot win it by the 
kind of draw she hopes for. All this js 
known to the Germans. It is clearly 
recognized by soldiers, statesmen and 
Kaiser alike. This is why a new Ger- 
man drive must be expected before long, 
a drive which will be sharpened by the 
spur of desperation. If it is lacking, 
then there is an end of all doubt. But 
just now it is the part of wisdom, rein- 
forced by all the over-hasty calculations 
of other interesting periods, to wait and 
watch and not too speedily to conclude 
that what is bound to happen next year 
or the year after is, in fact, happening 
this year.

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Request Was for Permission to 
Name Neutral Committee to 


Dispense Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11—Turkey has 
refused to grant the request of the 
United States that a neutral committee 
be permitted to undertake relief work 
in Syria, where thousands of native 
Christians are reported to be starving. 

Charge Miller of Constantinople, in a 
cablegram received at the State De- 
partment today, said the Turkish Gov- 
ernment had informed him relief opera- 
tions in Syria were considered unneces- 
sary because crops there were better 
than anywhere in the Empire. He add- 
ed that, although he was told the deci- 
sion was final, he had not dropped the 
subject, but would continue to press for 
favorable action. 

On July 5 the department instructed 
Charge Miller to call attention to the 
fact that there had been no action in 
this matter and to say o the Turkish 
Foreign Office that continued failure to 
heed the request would put a severe 
strain on the relations between the 
United States and Turkey. 

Turkish officials contended, Miller 
said, that while food shortage existed” 
to some extent in all belligerent coun- 
tries, there was no serious famine con- 
dition in Syria, that the outlook for fall 
crops was good and that locusts had 
damaged only fruits. 

Syrians in the United States have 
raised considerable funds to purchase 
relief supplies for their countrymen and 
have been waiting for months for per- 
mission to have them distributed. 

It was said at the State Department 
today that Abram Elkus, the new Am- 
bassador to Turkey, who departs for his 
post Aug. 17, probably would take up 
the Syrian question, on his arrival at 
Constantinople. 


COAL RATE DECISION TO BOOM 
MINING IN CENTRAL ILLINOIS 


Commission’s Refusal to Suspend 
Low Rate to Kansas City En- 
courages Revival of Industry. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 11.—With 
the announcement that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has refused to 
suspend a new low rate for coal ship- 
ments from Central Illinois to Kansas 
City, Mo., recently published by the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad, coal opera- 
tors of Sangamon and adjoining 
counties are preparing for a revival 
of the coal industry, which has been 
at low ebb for more than a year in 
this locality. 

When the Chicago & Alton road on 
July 24 announced a rate of $1.26 a 
ton on coal from Central Illinois 
points to Kansas City, operators filed 
a protest with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

After a four days’ hearing the com- 
mission declined to take any actlon. 
The rate formerly was $1.90 a ton on 
fine coal, but there was no traffic, 
the rate being too high to make ship- 
ments to Kansas City profitable. 


BREAD PRICE RAISE INQUIRY 


Government Official Starts to Inves- 
tigate Proposal of Boss Bakers.

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SALE OF ISLAND 
DEBATED IN Tht 
DANISH RIGSDAG 


Measure Expected to Pass in 
Lower House, Hard Fight 
in Upper. 


COPENHAGEN, Aug. 11.—The first 
reading of the bill providing for the sale 
of the Danish West Indies to the United 
States was taken up in the Folkething, 
the lower house of the Rigsdag, yes- 
terday. It is believed that the Folke- 
thing will adopt the measure, owing to 
the fact that the radical and socialistic 
parties, which have a majority, favor 
the sale. 


On the other hand, the Landsthing, or 
upper house, is thought to be opposed t» 
the measure, the left party having joined 
the conservatives, who desire to posi- 
pone consideration of the matter. 


During the discussion there was much 
excitement in the public gallery, and 
some women among the _ spectators 
shouted: “We will not sell.“ 


“Several of the Ministers took part in 
the debate, and the statement was made 
in behalf of the Government that neither 
domestic nor economic considerations, 
but the international situation, had 
brought the question to a head and that 
if the sale was rejected the Government 
would dissolve the Rigsdag and appeal 
to the country. 

Views of Ministers. 

The Finance Minister, Edward Bran- 
des, intimated that the Government had 
no alternative but to accede to the de- 
sire of the United States. The Foreign 
Minister, Eric de Scavenlus, in opening 
the debate, recommended ratification of 
the sale. He denied that the Govern- 
ment was forced to sell and added that 
the Government had not favored the sale 
of the islands because of the favorable 
purchase price, but because retention of 
the islands might probably involve Den- 
mark in international complications. It 
was for the Rigsdag now to make a final 
decision. 

J. C. Christensen, ex-Premier and lead- 
er of the left party, was unable to be- 
lieve, as rumored, that Denmark was 
forced to sell or that there was any 
int-rnational danger, as such belief 
would be an Insult to the United States. 
The proposal to sell the islands, he de- 
clared, was not only a surprise, but had 
come as a coup de main, and in the 
opinion of his party nothing should be 
decided during the war or until after the 
elections. 

The leaders of the Radical Socialist 
parties said that their parties favored 
the sale, but the Socialist leader advo- 
cated the taking of a plebiscite of the 
people of the island, if that were pos- 
sible. The Conservative leader strongly 
opposed t] sale, declaring that a major- 
ity of his party was against it. 


The Minister of Finanve emphasized 
the international considerations which 
had precipitated the matter and declared 
that dissolution of the Rigsdag would 
follow rejection of the measures. Neither 
consideration of a domestic nature in 
the island, nor economic gain, had been 
the decid:ng factor. Already, in 1913, 
the Government had received an offer 
for the purchase of the islands, but de- 
clined to sell, as it had no desire to 
lower the Danish colors anywhere with- 
out cogent reasons. 

The International Aspect, 

Those who opposed the sale, he con- 
tinued, had an easy task, because the 
Government was unable to unveil its 
chief arguments in favor of the sale. 
What should be done, for instance, if 
the United States took possession of 
the islands. Should Denmark declare 
war against the United States or appeal 
to Europe? The Government felt bound 
to submit to the desire of a great state: 
the Government regretted that the col- 
ors had to be lowered, but when a hur- 
ricane was blowing one had to ride be- 
fore it. He concluded by warning the 
House that responsibility for forcing 
elections and the consequences a post- 
ponement might involve would fall upon 
the Rigsdag. 

It would be a serious matter, Foreign 
Minister de Scavenius declared, if the 
sale was postponed and he emphasized 
that with regard to foreign affairs, the 
Rigsdag as at present constituted was 
fully competent to make a decision. 


HAD $12,306 IN OLD VEST

$12,306, the savings of a lifetime, which 
Tony Colombo, an Italian beating his 
way back to New York, had sewed in 
hie vest, was saved from the furnace 
in the Zedford Springs Hotel by a nar- 
row margin. Colombo was seen picking 
bread from grass where a picnic had 
been held. George Rogevoy became in- 
terested in Colombo, took him to a hotel, 
where he fed him and gave him a new 
suit of clothes. 

Colombo started on his way, but later 
rushed back to the hotel and rescued his 
vest with the money in it, just as a 
servant in the hotel was about to burn 
the old clothes in the furnace.

IBRITISH ADVANCES WORTH 


CASUALTIES, WOUNDED SAY 


New Armies Can Stand Losses, While it Is 
Hurting the Germans Hard, Declare 
Men From the Somme.

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 15.—To the civilian who 
notes the figures in the casualty lists 


issued every 24 hours, and sees fresh 
convoys of wounded arriving dally at 
the big London railway stations, it 
seems that England is paying @ terrible 
and ghastly price for whatever she 18 
gaining by the big push.” 

On that point the opinions of the fight- 
ing men themselves are of interest, e3- 
pecially of leaders who are habituated 
to a somewhat larger purview than is 
possible in the ranks. Chance afforded 
a London reporter an opportunity to ob- 
tain the views of two such on the ques- 
tion of casualties. It was when a hos- 
pital ship laden with wounded reached 
the landing stage at Southampton, and 
he was permitted to go aboard. 

“What do you think of the British 
casualties?” he asked the wounded sec- 
ond in command of a battalion which 
played its part at Fricourt, Montauban, 
which fought its way through La Bol- 
selle to Contalmaison. Both were walk- 
ing cases; one Mi! two machine-gun 
bullets in shoulder and arm, the other 
with bomb splinters in his left side. One 
had the experience of Loos for a stan- 
ard of comparison; the other, the Ad- 
jutant, has been at the front since tha 
early days of 1915. 

Fewness Impressed Him, 

„Well, there's a good many of them. 
of course. Seeing the whole lot in a 
narrow funnel, as you do here, it must 
seem tremendous. There are a good 
many, of course. You can't move hand 
or foot on the western front without 
casualties. But I’m bound to say it 
wasn’t the number, but the fewness of 
them that impressed me out there. I 
mean, of course, for the fire we've had 
to face. What do you think?” 

He turned to the Adjutant. 

“I think the proportion of casualties 
is pretty much the same as it's been aun 
all offensives on this front; but the bal- 
ance will prove totally different. This 
war is just buying and selling; £50,” 
is a lump of money to spend; but in 
business people don’t worry about the 
laying out of £50,000, if they see a good 
and safe return for it. It’s always a 
good investment, if you can buy sixty 
or seventy or a hundred thousand for it, 
isn't it?“

But he said the parallel 
list, showing the wages which would 
have been paid under the new scale, 
was obviously incorrect. He pointed out 
that, according to the list, S. Haley re- 
ceived $81.89 under the old scale and 
would have received $159.42 under the 
new scale, while Anthony Beuter, who 
got $100.45 under the old scale, would 
have had only $125.81 under the new 
scale. The amounts for the four $62 
men, under the new scale, range from 
$107.57 to $116.40. 

Barr said the Pevely company paid 
its men more than the other datries, 
and that he would challenge any of the 
others to print a similar statement of 
wages actually paid in any month. 
Barr declared the strikers were making 
every effort to insure a supply of milk 
to hospitals and to families with babies. 
He said the strikers had made out lists 
of the families on their former routes 
which had babies, and that in cases 
where these families could not conven- 
lently get their needed milk supply from 
dairies not affected by the strike the 
strikers were carrying it to them. In 
some cases, he said, the strikers were 
buying the milk from the companies 
affected by the strike, in order to sup- 
ply it promptly to the babies. 


Strikers are complaining of the action 
of police officials in taking Bertillon 
measurements of 14 men who were ar- 
rested early Wednesday while picketing 
the St. Louis Dairy Co., 2008 Pine street.

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RIKING MILKMAN 


Beaten and Victim Had Been 
Arrested for It. | 


ONLY ONE SHOT IS FIRED 


Man Who Was Slain Was Caught 


by Policeman Running Away 
From Scene of Fight. 


George Schneider, 2% years old, of 6728 
North Market street, a stable foreman 
for the St. Louis Dairy Co., shot and 
killed William Mitchell, 24 years old, 


of 4478 Clayton avenue, a striking milk 


wagon driver and picket near the dairy 
company’s branch at 1316 North King’s 
highway at 8:30 o’clock last night while 
Policeman Philip Duff of the Deer 
Street Station was holding Mitchell by 
the arm. 

A few minutes before the shooting 
Schneider, while driving a motor milk 
truck in the alley in the rear of the 
dairy branch, had been attacked and 
beaten by several strike sympathizers. 

Policeman Gives His Account. 

Patrolman Duff in his report said 
he was standing at the Page boulevard 
end of this alley on strike guard duty 


when he heard cries for help. He ran 
north in the alley and found a man 
whom he afterwards identified as 
Schneider leaning against the motor 
truck and apparently dazed or injured. 

Further north in the alley three or 
four men were running. Schneider, ac- 
eording to the policeman pointed to these 
men and said: They beat me. Shoot 
them.“ 

Duff, according to his report, saw tne 
men turn west into a cross alley lead- 
ing to King’s highway. 

The policeman followed. When h 
reached the mouth of the alley on King's 
highway between Easton avenue and 
Page boulevard the running men had dis- 
appeared, but he saw a man walking 
south on King’s highway between the 
alley entrance and Page boulevard. He 
overtook this man, later identified as 
Mitchell, and, taking him by the arm, he 
told him he was under arrest. 

Mitchell, according to Duff, turned 
halfway around toward him and was 
about to say something when there was 
a shot from behind and Mitchell fell. 
Turning. around, the policeman saw 
Schneider with a revolver in his hand. 
He took the revolver from Schneider and 
arrested him. Mitchell was killed in- 
stantly. The bullet struck him in the 
forehead. 

Schneider Tells His Story. 

At police headquarters today Schneider 
said Mitchell and four others attacked 
him ‘in the alley and that Mitchell 
kicked him while another man held 
him down. He denied seeing the po- 
licemen when he went in chase of the 
men with his revolver, and said that 
when he saw Mitchell and another man 
on King’s highway he did not realize 
the other man was a policeman. 

Schneider said it was not his first 
intention to shoot, but that he was 
greatly excited and pulled the trigger. 
He said Mitchell had been his friend 
before the strike and he liked the 
boy.“ Since the strike started, he said, 


* 


Mitchell had been particularly hostile to 


him and met him yesterday morning 
and threatened to get“ him if he did 
not quit riding on the truck, 

Mrs, Sehneider, accompanied by her 
tour children, the youngest 6 weeks old, 
visited her husband in the Central Dis- 
trict holdover today. She wept as she 
Said she xnew he would not shoot any- 
one unless there had been great provo- 
cation, or excitement had caused hiin 
to lose his judgment. 

Policeman Duff, in his report, said his 
back was turned to Schneider when the 
shot was fired. Schneider was taken 
to the Deer Street Station. His nose and 
a rib were broken and his right hip was 
bruised, and he still seemed to be dazed. 

Mitchell had been married less than 
a year. His wife, Mrs. Jean Mitchell, 
today said her husband was assigned 
to picket duty at the dairy branch 
lest night and left home about 7:30 p. 
ni., telling her he would return at 
midnight. 

Widow to Get $100 Reltef. 

Mrs’ Mitchell will receive $100 from the 
St. Louis Dairy Employes’ Relief Asso- 
ciation. 

Mitchell came from Scotland about 
three years ago. He was an expert soc- 
cer football player and was on the St. 
Teresa team two years ago. Last year 
he played several games on the Innis- 
fail team. N

His Bride of a Few Months 
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MRS. HICHBORN AND 
WYLIE, WHO ELOPED 
IN 1910, ARE WED 


Society Couple Went Abroad; 
Man Returned to Wife, but 
Again Deserted Her. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—It became 
known today that Mrs. Elinor Hoyt 
Hichborn was married to Horace Wylie 
in Boston Monday. 

The news comes as the climax of a 
series of sensational incidents that be- 
gan in 1910, when Mrs. Hichborn, the 
wife of Philip S. Hichborn, and one of 
the most prominent matrons in Wash- 
ington society, eloped with Wylie, 2 
years her senior, and fled to France. She 
left behind her a little boy about 1 year 
old. Wylie deserted his wife and four 
children. 

Wylie had known the woman who is 
now his wife before she was married to 
Philip S. Hichborn, son of the late Philip 
8. Hichborn, chief naval constructor of 
tho United States navy. 

On Dec. 16, 1910, Wylie vanished with 


he told of their elopement. 

Both Mrs. Wylie and Hichborn were 
prostrated, and a world-wide search 
started for the missing pair. They 
eluded all searchers and reached Paris, 
continuing to live there until their 
ifentity became known. In the sum- 
mer of 1911 they returned to Washing- 
ton. Then the case took a strange turn. 
Mrs. Hichborn proposed that Wylie re- 
turn to his wife for six months. Should 
he find at the end of that time that his 
heart was true to the first woman, they 
were to remain parted, For the sake 
of her children, Mrs. Wylie accepted. 
Promptly on the last day of the trial 
period Wylie relinquished his home and 
again fled with Mrs. Hichborn. 

They went abroad. Hichborn started 
suit for divorce, but just before it came 
to trial he shot and killed himself, on 
March 27, 1912. 

Mrs. Wylie refrained from beginning 
an action, clinging to her husband's 
name for the sake of their four chil- 
dren.

Nominated Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent at Progressive Conven- 
tion Now on Committee 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Bainbridge 
Colby, who nominated Theodore Roose- 
velt for the presidency at the Progres- 
sive convention, wrote a strong indorse- 
ment of President Wilson in accepting 
a place on the Associate Progressive 
Campaign Committee, the appointment 
of which was announced last night by 
Vance McCormick, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee.

AMERICAN SHIPPERS SAY 
BRITISH VIOLATE PLEDGE 


Cemplain When Cargoes Consigned 
to Netherlands Oversens Trust 
Are Held Up. 

LONDON, Aug. 11. — American 
shippers to Holland are bombarding 
the British Government with pro- 
tests as a result of detentions of 
cargoes consigned to the Netherlands 
Overseas Trust. It is understood here 
their protest may be backed by dip- 

lomatic action at Washington. 

In April of last year, replying to 
a protest from Washington over the 
detention of the American steamship 
rSeguranca, the Foreign Office made 
the following promise: 

“While His Majesty's Government 
does not require cargoes to be con- 
signed to the Netherlands Overseas 
Trust, they do accept a consignment 
in that form. as proof that the cargo 
is intended for a bona fide consump- 
tion in Holland.” 

In the last two months between 35 
and 40 consignments to the Nether- 
lands Overseas Trust have been held 
up. Some have been placed in prise 
court. American shippers complain 
that the British Government has not 
adhered to its pledge.

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 11.—An of- 
ficial communication says that the Im- 
pertal Chancellor, Baron von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, accompanied by Gottlieb von 
Jagow, the German Foreign Minister, 
has gone to Vienna, to visit Baron Buri- 
an von Rajecz, the Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Minister, to continue the confer - 
ence concerning territory occupied by the 
central Powers.

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BRYAN REPLIES TO. 
HUGHES’ CRITICISM 
OF HIMIN SPEECHES 


Says He Desired to Reward De- 
serving Democrats,“ but En- 
forced Civil Service Law. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 11.—William 
J Bryan replied here today to criticism 
of his attitude towards civil service 
made by Charles E. Hughes. Bryan 
challenged the Republican nominee to 
state whether he had given appoint- 
ments to ‘deserving Republicans“ while 
Governor of New York. The statement 
was made in answer to recent speeches 
oi Hughes which quoted a letter Bryan 
wrote to Receiver of Customs Vick in 
Santo Domingo inquiring as to what po- 
sitions could be obtained to “reward de- 
serving Democrats.“ 

“I am not ashamed of it, Bryan's 
statement read. The letter was writ- 
ten to an appointive officer, Whose of- 
fice was not under the civil service, and 
the inquiry was made in regard to of- 
ficers which were not under the civil 
service. There was nothing in the let- 
ter to indicate a desire or intention 
to select men who were incompetent. 
on the contrary inquiry was made as 
to ‘what is requisite.’ ”’ 

The statement, after declaring Hughes 
ty) have “shown himself quite prompt 
ix discharging obligations,“ declares: 

“As an Official, I enforced the civil 
service law to the letter, and, upon my 
resignation, received from the employes 
in the State Department, more than 90 
per cent of whom were under the civil 
service, a watch which I prize as a 
priceless treasure. But, while I ob- 
served the civil service law wherever 
it was in force, I felt myself free to 
aid in rewarding deserving Democrats 
wherever it could be done without det- 
riment to the service.

FARGO, N. D., Aug. it—Chartes E. 
Uughes last night assailed the present | 
administration for inefficiency, waste 
and extravagance, particularly with ref- 
erence to the river and harbor bill re- 
cently passed by Congress. 

“I think I may say without rashness,” 
he told his audience here, that the 
Government of the United States is 
recklessly wasteful, shamefully incom- 
petent and extravagant, a reproach 20 
the intelligence of the people because 
of its ineffictency.”’ 

“I would like to have the authority 
to investigate this administration for 
about six months, the nominee con- 
tinued. 

“The rivers and harbors bill, known 
to the people as the ‘pork barrel’ bill.“ 
he said, “is largely monies wasted, as 
there is no expert examination to de- 
termine what expenditures are needed. 

“On the contrary, it. very largely de- 
pends on who are the influential men 
presenting particular districts and 
what appropriations are obtained in thrs 
district and that district for this man 
and that man. 

Would Try to Stop It. 

“That is a matter of log rolling. It 
‘rings the blush of shame to the cheek# 
of every American It ought to be

stopped. If I am elected President, to 
the best of my ability, I propose to 
stop it.“ 


Hughes declared the pork barrel Dill 
of 1914 was “talked to death by Senator 
Burton, a fine Republican,” and that 
the 1915 bill was reduced materially be- 
cause of the opposition of Republicans 
and conscientious Democrats. 

“This year, just the other day.“ he 
said, Congress passed a rivers and 
harbors bill of some $42,000,000. I confess 
I don't know why such a measure 
should receive approval.

ONLY ONE SHOT IS FIRED 


Man Who Was Slain Was Caught 


by Policeman Running Away 
From Scene of Fight. 


George Schneider, 2% years old, of 5728 


North Market street, a stable foreman 


for the St. Louis Dairy Co., shot and 
killed William Mitchell, 2% years old, 
of 4478 Clayton avenue, a striking milk 
wagon driver and picket near the dairy 
company’s branch at 1316 North King’s 
highway at 8:30 o’clock last night while 
Policeman Philip Duff of the Deer 
Street Station was holding Mitchell by 
the arm. 

A few minutes before the shooting 
Schneider, while driving a motor milk 


truck in the alley in the rear of the 


dairy branch, had been attacked and 
beaten by several strike sympathizers. 
Policeman Gives His Account. 
Patrolman Duff in his report said 
he was standing at the Page boulevard 
end of this alley on strike guard duty 


when he heard cries for help. He ran 
north in the alley and found a man 
whom he afterwards identified as 
Schneider leaning against the motor 
truck and apparently dazed or injured. 

Further north in the alley three or 
four men were running. Schneider, ac- 
eording to the policeman pointed to these 
men and said: They beat me. Shoot 
them.”’ 

Duff, according to his report, saw tne 
men turn west into a cross alley lead- 
ing to King’s highway. 

The policeman followed. When he 
reached the mouth of the alley on King's 
highway between Easton avenue and 
Page boulevard the running men had dis- 
appeared, but he saw a man walking 
south on King’s highway between the 
alley entrance and Page boulevard. He 
overtook this man, later identified as 
Mitchell, and, taking him by the arm, he 
told him he was under arrest. 

Mitchell, according to Duff, turned 
halfway around toward him and was 
about to say something when there was 
a shot from behind and Mitchell fell. 
Turning around, the policeman saw 
Schneider with a revolver in his hand. 
He took the revolver from Schneider and 
arrested him. Mitchell was killed in- 
stantly. The bullet struck him in the 
forehead. 

Schneider Teils His Story. 

At police headquarters today Schneider 
said Mitchell and four others attacked 
him in the alley and that Mitchell 
kicked him while another man held 
him down. He denied seeing the po- 
licemen when he went in chase of the 
men with his revolver, and said that 
when he saw Mitchell and another man 
on King’s highway he did not realize 
the other man was a policeman. 

Schneider said it was not his first 
intention to shoot, but that he was 
greatly excited and pulled the trigger. 
He said Mitchell had been his friend 
before the strike and he liked the 
boy.“ Since the strike started, he said, 
Mitchell had been particularly hostile to 
him and met him yesterday morning 
and threatened to “get” him if he did 
not quit riding on the truck, 

Mrs, Schneider, accompanied by her 
tour children, the youngest 6 weeks old, 
visited her husband in the Central Dis- 
trict holdover today. She wept as she 
Said she xnew he would not shoot any- 
one unless there had been great provo- 
cation, or excitement had caused hiin 
to lose his judgment. 

Policeman Duff, in his report, said his 
back was turned to Schneider when the 
shot was fired. Schneider was taken 
to the Deer Street Station. His nose and 


_arib were broken and his right hip was 


bruised, and he still seemed to be dazed. 

Mitchell had been married less than 
a year. His wife, Mrs. Jean Mitchell, 
today said her husband was assigned 
to picket duty at the dairy branch 
lest night and left home about 7:30 p. 
mi., telling her he would return at 
midnight. 

Widow to Get $100 Reltef. 

Mrs’ Mitchell will receive $100 from the 
St. Louis Dairy Employes’ Relief Asso- 
ciation. 

Mitchell came from Scotland about 
three years ago, He was an expert soc- 
cer football player and was on the St. 
Teresa team two years ago. Last year 
he played several games on the Innis- 
fail team. i

WYLIE, WHO ELOPLD 
IN 1310, ARE WED 


Society Couple Went Abroad; 
Man Returned to Wife, but 
Again Deserted Her. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—It became 
known today that Mrs. Elinor Hoyt 
Hichborn was married to Horace Wylie 
in Boston Monday. 

The news comes as the climax of a 
series of sensational incidents that be- 
gan in 1910, when Mrs. Hichborn, the 
wife of Philip S. Hichborn, and one of 
the most prominent matrons in Wash- 
ington society, eloped with Wylie, 2 
years her senior, and fled to France. She 
left behind her a little boy about 1 year 
old. Wylie deserted his wife and four 
children. 

Wylie had known the woman who is 
now his wife before she was married to 
Philip S. Hichborn, son of the late Philip 
8. Hichborn, chief naval constructor of 
the United States navy. 

On Dec. 16, 1910, Wylie vanished with 
Mrs. Hichborn, leaving a note in which 
he told of their elopement. 

Both Mrs. Wylie and Hichborn were 
prostrated, and a world-wide search 
started for the missing pair. They 
eluded all searchers and reached Paris, 
continuing to live there until their 
identity became known. In the sum- 
mer of 1911 they returned to Washing- 
ton. Then the case took a strange turn. 
Mrs. Hichborn proposed that Wylie re- 
turn to his wife for six months. Should 
he find at the end of that time that his 
heart was true to the first woman, they 
were to remain parted. For the sake 
of her children, Mrs. Wylie accepted.

period Wylie relinquished his home and 
again fled with Mrs. Hichborn. 

They went abroad. Hichborn started 
suit for divorce, but just before it came 
to trial he shot and killed himself, on 
March 27, 1912. 

Mrs. Wylie refrained from beginning 
an action, clinging to her husband's 
name for the sake of their four chfi- 
dren.

Nominated Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent at Progressive Conveén- 
tion Now on Committee 


NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Bainbridge 
Colby, who nominated Theodore Roose-

The record of the 
President is a veritable claim for such 
support upon all sincere Progressives, 
which the latter cannot consistently 
ignore or deny.

AMERICAN SHIPPERS SAY 
BRITISH VIOLATE PLEDGE 


Cemplain When Cargoes Consigned 
to Netherlands Oversens Trust 
Are Held Up. 

LONDON, Aug. 11. — American 
shippers to Holland are bombarding 
the British Government with pro- 
tests as a result of detentions of 
cargoes consigned to the Netherlands 
Overseas Trust. It is understood here 
their protest may be backed by dlp- 

lomatic action at Washington. 

In April of last year, replying to 
a protest from Washington over the 
detention of the American steamship 
Seguranca, the Foreign Office made 
the following promise: 

“While His Majesty's Government 
does not require cargoes to be con- 
signed to the Netherlands Overseas 
Trust, they do accept a consignment 


in that form as proof that the cargo 


is intended for a bona fide consump- 
tion in Holland.” 

In the last two months between 35 
and 40 consignments to the Nether- 
lands Overseas Trust have been held 
up. Some have been placed in prise 
court. American shippers complain 
that the British Government has not 
adhered to its pledge.

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 11.—An of- 
flelal communication says that the Im- 
pertal Chancellor, Baron von Bethmann-

OF HIMIN SPEECHES 


Says He Desired to Reward De- 
serving Democrats,“ but En- 
forced Civil Service Law. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 11.—William 
J Bryan replied here today to criticism 
of his attitude towards civil service 
made by Charies E. Hughes. Bryan 
challenged the Republican nominee to 
state whether he had given appoint- 
ments to ‘deserving Republicans“ while 
Governor of New York. The statement 
Was made in answer to recent speeches 
oi Hughes which quoted a letter Bryan 
wrote to Receiver of Customs Vick in 
Santo Domingo inquiring as to what po- 
sitions could be obtained to “reward de- 
serving Democrats.“ 

J am not ashamed of it,” Bryan's 
statement read. The letter was writ- 
ten to an appointive officer, Whose of- 
fice was not under the civil service, and 
the inquiry was made in regard to of- 
ficers which were not under the civil 
service. There was nothing in the let- 
ter to indicate a desire or intention 
to select men who were incompetent. 
on the contrary inquiry was made as 
to ‘what is requisite.’ ”’ 

The statement, after declaring Hughes 
ty have “shown himself quite prompt 
ix discharging obligations,“ declares: 

“As an Official, I enforced the civil 
service law to the letter, and, upon my 
resignation, re:eived from the employes 
in the State Department, more than 90 
per cent of whom were under the civil 
service, a watch which I prize as a 
priceless treasure. But, while I ob- 
served the civil service law wherever 
it was in force, I felt myself free to 
aid in rewarding deserving Democrats 
wherever it could be done without det- 
riment to the service. My regret is 
that I was able to reward so few of 
the multitude who are deserving, meas- 
ured by their political service, by their 
capacity and by their fitness for the 
work to be done. 

“The ‘deserving Democrat is not to 
be despised—he is as much entitled to 
recognition as a ‘deserving Republic- 
. 

“When he was a candidate for Gover- 
nor.“ continued Bryan, Mr. Hughes re- 
ceived the support of the railroads of 
New York and he generously repaid the 
debt by vetoing the two-cent passenger 
rate bill. He did not describe that as 
shameful. When a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, he received the support of the 
New York tax dodgers, the owners of 
‘swollen fortunes,’ and he paid his debt 
by sending a message to the Legislature 
protesting against the income tax 
amendment to the Federal Constitution. 
He does not describe that as shameful. 

“He is now being supported by he 
railroads of the United States and he 
expects to pay them back by aiding 
them to escape State legislation, anid 
find a haven of security in ‘exclusive 
Federal control’ over the railroads: he 
is being supported by the Shipping Trust 
and expects to pay them back by help- 
ing them to prevent Government compe- 
tition. He is supported by the trupt 
magnates and expects to pay them back 
by shielding them from punishment for 
the extortion which they desire to prac- 
tice. 

“He is supported by Wall Street and 
expects to pay them back by spending 
American blood and squandering money 
raised by taxation in order to guarantee 
profits on speculative investments. And 
yet, with the record which he has made 
in paying his political obligations at the 
expense of the public and with the 
pledges his speeches contain to those 
who are now aiding his ambitions, le 
has the impudence to hold up for criti- 
cism a legitimate effore to reward com- 
petent men for the service which they 
have rendered to the cause of reform.”

BY HUGHES AS EXTRAVAGANT 


“Recklessly Wasteful and Shamefully Incom- 
petent,” He Says in Speech at Fargo, N. D.— 
Attacks New Rivers and Harbors Bill 


FARGO, N. D., Aug. 11.—Charles E. 


Hughes last night assailed the present 
administration for inefficiency, waste 
and extravagance, particularly with ref- 
erence to the river and harbor bill re- 
cently passed by Congress. 

“I think I may say without rashness,” 
he told his audience here, that the 
Government of the United States is 
recklessly wasteful, shamefully incom- 
petent and extravagant, a reproach ‘o 
the intelligence of the people because 
of its ineffictency.”’ 

“I would like to have the authority 
to investigate this administration for 
about six months,’’ the nominee con- 
tinued. 

“The rivers and harbors bill, known 
to the people as the ‘pork barrel’ bill.“ 
he said, “is largely monies wasted, as 
there is no expert examination to de- 
termine what expenditures are needed. 

“On the contrary, it. very largely de- 
pends on who are the influential men 
“epresenting particular districts and 
what appropriations are obtained in this 
district and that district for this man 
and that man. 

Weuld Try to Stop It. 

“That is a matter of log rolling. It 
‘rings the blush of shame to the cheek 
of every American It ought to be 
stopped. If I am elected President, t 
the best of my ability, I propose to 
stop it.“ 

Hughes declared the pork barrel bill 
of 1914 was talked to death by Senator 
Burton, a fine Republican,” and that 
the 1915 bill was reduced materially be- 
cause of the opposition of Republicans 
and conscientious Democrats. 

“This year, just the other day.“ he 
said, Congress passed a rivers and 
harbors bill of some $42,000,000. I confess 
I don't know why such a measure 
should receive approval. We have heard 
a great deal lately of the power of 
executive leadership. It has been pow- 
erfully exerted. Why can it not be ex- 
erted to save the public purse from be- 
ing looted in the interest of these ridic- 
ulous appropriations? 

“Four years ago our opponents ar- 
raigned the Republican party for ex- 
travagance and waste and reckless ex- 
penditure.

French Academician Thinks 
Feminism Is Making Strides 
During European Conflict. 


WILL WOMEN HOLD JOBS? 


Majority View in Discussion in 
France Is That They Will 
Prefer Household Duties. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Aug. L—“Feminism is mak- 
Ing great strides during the war,“ says 
Eugene Brieux, a member of the French 
Academy, discussing the future of the 
women of France. He predicts “a vio- 
lent phase in the war of sexes“ when 
the soldiers come home, and has there- 
by provoked a lively discussion of these 
questions: 

Will woman suffrage be advanced by 
the war? 

Will women now replacing men in al} 
sorts of occupations hold their places 
and come into competition with the dis- 
charged soldiers? 

Will they complicate the labor prob- 
lem by accepting the wage scale for 
man’s work? 

Will their extended participation in 
industrial life separate them more from 
men? 

“The competition between male and 
female labor will be flerce,“ according 
to Brieux, and he declares that women 
will abandon the career of housewife 
while young girls, having learned how 
to provide for themselves, will no longer 
look to man as a prospective protector.“ 

Marcel Prevost’s Opinion, 

Marcel Prevost, another academician, 
also sees coming a great falling off in 
sentiment, due to the penury of men,” 
and he expects the women who have 
learned to use the lathe making pro- 
jectiles will turn our parts of automo- 
biles and all kinds of machinery after 
the war. He is less pessimistic than 
Brieux as to the intensity of their com- 
petition with man. 

Maurice Donnay agrees with his two 
confrerees of the Academy that women 
will do more manual labor in factories 
and take a more active part in men’s 
occupations generally, but he thinks 
there will be so muck to do that a 
proper division of labor will prevent 
harmful conflict. 

Dr. Madeleine Pelletier, one of the 
leading French suffragists, who says 
she ‘‘despaired of feminism before the 
war.“ now thinks that the necessities 
of life are going to impose what years 
of propaganda failed to effect—the 
emancipation of women.“ 

“The war,“ she says, will put France, 
as well as the other belligerents, face 
to fac. with a crushing financial prob- 
lem, and the state will be unable to sup- 
port the millions of mothers, widows 
and orphans deprived of their natural 
protectors. Instead of a meager pen- 
sion,’’ she anticipates, the country will 
provide for them by giving them occu- 
pations in which they will earn their 
own comfortable living.“

Hides Beside Dead Man. 

“In this conenction I had a terrible, 
horrifying experience. I was in charge 
of 20 men excavating one dark night 
for a new trench between the lines. Big 
shell holes were everywhere, and dea:i 
bodies were strewn about. I urged my 
men to dig quickly, so that if we were 
discovered they could lie down, and find 
cover from the Huns’ machine suns. 
They had dug about 18 inches only when 
the enemy did find us, and turned on the 
machine gun. There was not room 
enough for them all thus to lie down, 
many of them finding security in the 
shell holes. I ran up and down the line 
to see the men in safe cover., and «hen 
fell into a shell hole for myself, bellev- 
ing the man already in there was my 
Sergeant. To my horror I found it the 
body of a German. I dared not move, 
the fire was too intense, and I had t> re- 
main thus for an hour. 

“After this digression I will return ty 
our front line. For the first day all was 
quiet. At noon the next day we were 
told that at 8:30 p. m. a mine was to be 
sprung. At 4 o’clock we were to with- 
draw to our dugouts; the corps artillery 
would not commence a bombardment orf 
the enemy lines until 8:30. It would, 
then, commence again for an hour, after 
which we were to advance and consoli- 
date the position won. 

Guns Begin Again. 

We accordingly withdrew. As I was 
to lead my platoon out to the line when 
the order to advance would come, I was 
at the mouth of the dugout, all my men 
down below. At 4:30 the guns began! 

This was the first big attack I had 
been in. I never knew what a bom- 
bardment really meant. For four hours 
about 1000 guns poured their deadly 
shells into the enemy lines. The 
screaming, the whizzing, the whistling 
overhead was intense, and from my po- 
sition, and with my glasses, I could see 
right across the valley and country 
beyond, the innumerable flashes of the 
cannons. 


or such a tremendous roar. Smoke, 
confusion, noise, dust, scurrying men, 
followed; then suddenly the whole ridge 
rocked and swayed like a channel 
steamer, tremendous explosions fol- 
lowed, the earth was riven for about 200 
yards, and debris, men and material 
hurled into the air for about 100 feet. 
The mine had been fired. The German 
artillery then opened a violent cannon. 
ade. Right across the valley they put 
a barrage of shrapnel fire to destroy 
the reinforcements. Heavy shells fell 
in all directions, 
failing to explode, I found buried 
around the dugouts, shells as big as my- 
self. Our reserve and support lines 
were also shelled furiously; to move 
at this moment was impossible. Indeed, 
as I sat on the edge of my dugout, l 
simply waited for the explosion that 
was to kill me. It seemed impossible 
to escape death under such terrific bom- 
bardment. I turned to my men below 
and we cheered one another with songs 
and musical comedy refrains. I essayed 
to prevent any encroachment of fear 
in the men—this being their first ac- 
tion. I lighted a cigarette, but my calm 
was false. Deep down in my stomach 
was a quivering feeling. My heart beat 
rapidly. I put my hands to my eyes

“The order then came to quit the 
dugout and advance. Suddenly I be- 
came perfectly calm. The false courage 
had become true. I felt my responsi- 


bility, my duty to those brave, fine fel- 
lows under my control. I was their 
leader. To me they looked for direction, 
and I did not disappoint them. I knew 
that to be wounded would send me back 
to England. To be killed would be to 
send me to that vast army of heroes 
who died in the zeal of duty and the 
maintaining of the best traditions of our 
empire. To go forward meant to be 
Killed, to go back meant to be killed, 
then why not go forward? 

“Our progress was hampered by the 
trenches being filled with debris or lev- 
eled to the surface. I chose a safe 
route, creeping, crawling, and eventually 
reached our place. Two companies had 
preceded me in consolidating the mine 
Crater. One company had been wiped 
out. The other was fighting bravely. 
The whole place was strewn with dead 
and dying. Wounded and groaning men 
tripped one up in the darkness. Bullets 
were screaming here and there like hail. 
My brother officer reeled at my side 
and fell heavily, mortally wounded. For 
four hours we fought to strengthen our 
situation. Dead Germans were in 
swarms. Our artillery had destroyed all 
the trenches. 

“By 3 a. m. we had established our- 
selves. Dawn was breaking. We were 
‘standing to,’ awaiting a counter attack. 
The wounded were being carried away. 
Fatigue parties had been brought up 
from reserve regiments to effect a clear- 
ance. No counter attack came. They 
had been annihilated. I examined the 
papers on one of the dead Germans. In 
his pocketbook were photographs pre- 
sumably of his wife and children, and 
I could not restrain my feeling of sor- 
row that they, like so many English 
wives and children, were waiting news 
of his welfare, to be chilled by his 
death, and suffer the penalties of this 
dreadful war. His diary has since beer. 
— and in it he shows the poor 


—— 


barren conditions which obtam in Ger- 
many, of the very searce and poor ra- 
tions given to the German soldiers, and 
the distress they feel everywhere. There 
was also a letter to his wife—unposted. 
Scene of Desolation. 

“The sun rose over the heights of 
the Notre Dame Lorette Ridge, on 
which are buried so many thousands 


of French and German soldiers, and 
to which 


the little battered chapel 
the pilgrims journeyed s0 often 
looked down into the valley beneath 


on a scene of desolation such as has 
never before been seen. The millions 
of shell holes filled with water Spar- 
kled in the sunlight: above a squad- 
ron of aeroplanes was reconnoitering 
over the enemy lines, engaging hos- 
tile aeroplanes in fight. I took a 
tour around the trencnes, supervising 
the clearing and straightening after 
our action. The dead had not been 
cleared away. On the parapets and 
in the trenches twisted and mangled 
seemed everywhere. * *

We had won through, 
succeeded in our task, but was it 
worth the price? Fifty yards the 
other side, in the enemy lines, was a 
sight probably more terrible. This is 
war, waged with a fury and hatred 
unknown since the days of aboriginal 
chaos, for it is a war of science and 
mechanical devices. Man to man, in 
the open warfare of earlier decades, 
the Hun of today would be hopeless- 
ly inferior. He is a nervous, treach- 
erous, cowardly brute. Nothing is 
too barbarous for him if he has se-

CALLS PATRONAGE 
DEALS “MMORAL 


Monograph, Written in 1908, 
and Now Republished, Deals 
With Executive’s Power. 


The President of the United States,“ 
by Woodrow Wilson, has just been pub- 
lished by Harper & Bros., who have ob- 
tained permission from the Columbia 
University Press for the republication of 
this monograph, written by President 
Wilson, then the head of Princeton Uni- 
Versity, in 1908. 

“At that time,“ the publishers say in 
a prefatory note, he had no thought 
that he would occupy the great office of 
which he wrote.“ The publishers“ 
authority for this conclusion is not 
stated. 

In the sixth and last chapter of the 
small book, the writer discusses the 
President's control, which is very ab- 
solute,“ of the nation’s foreign rela- 
tions. 

The President’s Power. 


“The initiative in foreign affairs, 
which the President possesses without 
any restriction whatever,“ he writes, 
‘fis virtually the power to control them 
absolutely. The President cannot con- 
clude a treaty with a foreign Power 
without the consent of the Senate, but 
he may gulde every step of diplomacy, 
and to guide diplomacy is to determine 
what treaties must be made, if the 
faith and prestige of the Government 
are to be maintained. He need disclose 
no step of negotiation until it is com- 
plete, and when in any critical matter it 
is completed, the Government is virtual- 
ly committed. Whatever its disinclina- 
tion, the Senate may feel itself commit- 
ted also. 

“This power of the President has been 
decisively influential in determining the 
character and influence of the office at 
only two periods in our history; at the 
very first, when the Government was 
young and had so to use its incipient 
force as to win the respect of the na- 
tions into whose family it had thrust 
itself, and in our own day, when the re- 
sults of the Spanish War, the ownership 
of distant possessions and many sharp 
struggles for foreign trade make it nec- 
essary that we should turn our best 
talents to the task of dealing firmly. 
wisely and justly with political and com- 
mercial rivals. 

“The President can never again be the 
mere domestic figure he has been 
through so large a part of our history. 
The nation has risen to the first rank 
in power and resources. The other na- 
tions of the world look askance upon 
her, half in envy, half in fear, and won- 
der with a deep anxiety what she will 
do with her vast strength. They receive 
the frank professions of men like Mr. 
John Hay, whom we wholly trusted, with 
n grain of salt, and doubt what we were 
sure of, their truthfulness and sincerity, 
suspecting a hidden design under every 
utterance they make. 

“Our President must always, hence- 
forth, be one of the great powers of 


the world, whether he act greatly and 


wisely or not, and the best statesmen 
we can produce will be needed to fill the 
office of Secretary of State. We have 
but begun to see the presidential office 
in this light; but it is the light which 
will more and more beat upon it, and 
more and more determine its character 
and its effect upon the politics of the na- 
tion. We can never hide our President 
against as a mere domestic officer. We 
can never again see him the mere ex- 
ecutive he was in the 30s and ‘40s. He 
must stand always at the front of our 
affairs, and the office will be as big 
and as influential as the man who occu- 
pies it.“ 
In other chapters, Mr. Wilson dis- 
cusses the theory of constitutional 
checks and balances, as it applies to 
the presidency; the President's role as 
party leader; and the President's posi- 
tion as spokesman for the people, par- 
ticularly in his dealings with Congress. 
“The President,“ he writes, is at 
liberty, both in law and conscience, to 
be as big a man as he can. His ca- 
and if Con- 
gress te overborne by him, it will be no 
fault of the makers of the Constitution 
—it will be from no lack of constitu- 
tional powers on its part, but only be- 
cause the President has the nation be- 
hind him, and Congress has not. He 
has no means of compelling Congress 
except through public opinion.” 
“Such Things Immoral,” 
The last statement is qualified by the 
comment that the President can, indeed. 
influence Congress by patronage bar- 
gains, or by interference in elections. 
Such things,’’ he says, “are not only 
deeply immoral, they are destructive 
of the fundamental understandings of 
constitutional Government, and there- 
fore of constitutional Government it- 
self. They are sure, moreover, in a 
country of free public opinion, to bring 
their own punishment, to destroy béth 
the fame and the power of the man 
who dares to practice them.. 
Nothing in a system like ours can be 
constitutional which is immoral, or 
which touches the good faith of those 
who have sworn to obey the funda- 
mental law. The reprobation of all 
good men will always overwhelm such 
influences with shame and failure. But 
the personal force of the President is 
perfectly constitutional to any extent to 
which he chooses to exercise it, and it 
is by the clear logic of our constitu- 
tional practice that he has become alike 
the leader of his party and the leader 
of the nation.”

Vv is certainly attractive, especially to the 

tering St. Louisans of the past few weeks, 
but this idea is entirely eclipsed by the grander 
scheme of providin® ammonia coils in the en- 
trance to the water mains. Just where the “waste 
steam” to supply power for operating the re- 
frigerating machinery will come from is not ex- 
actly clear, but the article merely suggests this 
as a possibility and does not stop to consider that 
all of the available exhaust (waste) steam is 
used in the boiler feed water heaters, resulting 
in @ considerable saving in fuel and in prolonga- 
tion of the lives of the boilers. 

A moment's reflection will show how stupen- 
dous such „ scheme really is. At present St. 
Louis is using water at the rate of 130,000,000 
gallons every 24 hours. True, this water prob- 
ably reaches a temperature of 80 degrees before 
the consumer drinks it. But to reduce 1000 gal- 
lons of water 35 degrees in 24 hours would re- 
quire approximately one ton of refrigeration and 
would give water only at 45 degrees—not very 
cool to drink, but decidedly cool for a bath. To 
eter the temperature of 130,000,000 gallons of 


ter every 24 hours to 45 degrees Fahrenheit 
tuld require 130,000 tons of refrigeration and 
would cost the city about $117,000 daily, to say 
nothing of the initial investment, upkeep, sink- 
ing fund, etc., of equipment.

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DISARM THE STRIKE PARTISANS. 

The first death in clashes caused by the dispute 
of the milk wagon drivers is that of a striker. 

This shows that violence and measures looking 
to violence are not confined to one side. If Wil- 
liam Mitchell really was shot by Foreman George 
Schneider while the former was in the custody of 
a policeman, the crime is nothing less than mur- 
der. 

Both sides are resorting to strong-arm measures 
that menace public safety. Business men of stand- 
ign who go to the dairy stations for creamery sup- 
plies and ices subject themselves to vicious as- 
sault. 

These men are attempting no strikebreaker role. 
Most of them are impartial as to the merits of the 
dispute. Some of them are even sympathetic to 
the strikers. Their errand is simply to obtain for 
their trade the usual stock of dairy products which 
the drivers now refuse to deliver. They under- 
take their dangerous mission to prevent depriva- 
tion and, in many cases, suffering among those de- 
pendent on them for these products. They are en- 
titled to every vestige of protection the city can 
give them. 

Cases of indignity to mothers are reported by ob- 
servers. Bottles of milk which women in strait- 
ened circumstances have walked long distances to 
stations to obtain and which were designed to re- 
lieve the hunger of young children, have been 
snatched from their hands and dashed in pieces on 
the pavement. Such an act is an atrocity. 

It is time to disarm the supporters of both par- 
ties to the strike. If Schneider had not had a 
deadly weapon, Mitchell would now be alive. 
Strikes promoted by criminal violence deserve to 
be lost. Resistance by criminal violence to a 
strike has no right to succeed. Personal jeopardy 
should not be added to the other ills experienced 
by St. Louisans on account of the strike. 

There are enough police to preserve order in 
this town. They can do much more than they 
have done to afford protection. St. Louis demands 
order, safety, freedom from disturbance of the 
peace of the individual, immunity from strike at- 
tack.

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WHAT THE COUNTRY IS WAITING FOR. 

Mr. Hughes is more successful in defending 
his criticism of Congress than in defending his 
criticism of the President.

THE MASTERS OF THE BREAD. 

Meeting at Salt Lake City, the National Asso- 

ciation of Bakers adopted a resolution fixing the 
price of bread at 10 cents, for a “uniform” loaf. 
We are not informed as to size or weight of the 
proposed uniform loaf. 
St. Louis, where the babies are suffering be- 
cause of the milk drivers’ strike, is just now busy 
thinking on the food problem and its develop- 
ments due to the growing tendency towards cen- 
tralization and control by combinations of cap- 
ital and labor. We had meat troubles because 
packers and butchers could not agree. And we 
were threatened with famine because those en- 
gaged in transportation of food fell out about 
hours and wages. These attacks on our larder 
are bad enough, but when we realize that bread, 
the “staff of life,” may be increased in price and 
cut down in size and weight by a combine, and 
we are powerless, it alarms us. 

Tampering with the food of the people will 
have one important result. It must give impetus 
to the idea that the production and distribution 
of food is a public service, to be controlled by the 
people. European nations, driven by war's ne- 


tribution. They are now masters of the bread. 
No individuals and no combines can alarm them 
with edicts as to size, weight and price of what 
they must eat. 

Those who now control the food of the people 
should take warning. They are public servants. 
They cannot use their power solely for private 
ends. 
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THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 
The Journal des Debats (Paris) prints the fol- 
lowing information regarding the channel tunnel, 
which is shortly to be constructed: 

The tunnel is now a fait accompli. Accord- 
ing to the accepted plan there will be a 
curve from Marquise to Gris-Nez cape. It 
will be 53 kilometers long, of which 39 will! 
be submarine, dipping into the water at San- 
Katte. 

Once the tunnel is in operation, says the 
writer, the iron circle can easily be completed— 
France and England, Denmark and Norway, Rus- 
sia and Rumania, Servia and Montenegro, Italy 
and Switzeriand, Holland and Belgium. 

All of these countries have the same interest, 
and all have expressed their views, so that there 
is nothing problematical about the alignment. 
Everything hangs on the tunnel. This will liberate 
one-half of the English and French fleets for 
active service elsewhere, as all transports then 
can be made under water, and will make the iron 
cordon unnecessary above water. Once that is ac- 
complished the timid will openly “enter.” This 
estimate of the value of the tunnel in time of 
peace is given: 

And even if Germany will, meanwhile, do 
away with the world menace, the Hohen- 
sollerns, the tunnel will be of incalculable 
value commercially. With the tunnel be- 
tween Denmark and Norway now under con- 
sideration, and that from Triest to Venice, 
and the Bay of Biscay-Toulouse tunnel com- 


pleted, the peace of the world for all times 
will be assured.

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BOYCOTT AND 10-PER-CENT CLAUSE. 

Many forms of reprisals against nations join- 
ing in the boycott on 80 more American corpora- 
tions and firms might hurt us more than the 
ones at whom the reprisals would be directed. 

Legislation, however, penalizing the merchant 
shipping of such nations would in a sense be a 
repayment in kind, for one way of enforcing 
the boycott is to discriminate against any and 
all ships carrying the goods of these 80 con- 
cerns. 

How certain legislation wisely framed might be 
highly effective can be easily appreciated. To 
deny the vessels of these nations the use of our 
ports or to restrict them in such use would be 
to hamper their opportunities for what is in 
war, as it has always been in peace, the most 
lucrative ocean carrying trade. 

That clause of the Underwood law imposing 
10 per cent extra duties on goods imported in 
ships flying foreign flags might be called into 
requisition. Its enforcement heretofore has been 
prevented by the terms of our treaties with the 
principal maritime countries, but those same 
treaties did prevent the offending countries, 
which are equally bound by the treaties, from 
declaring and enforcing the illegal boycott. 

The legislation might have the effect of in- 
creasing temporarily the wartime shortage in 
ocean carriers available for our importers and 
exporters. 

It would, however, open new opportunities to 
our own shipping and furnish a further induce- 
ment to foreign shipping to come under the pro- 
tection of our flag. 
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A worthy Secretary of Agriculture used to 
speak with pride about “what I done.” Mr. 
Hughes’ job is to tell what he would have done. 
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LOOKING BACKWARD PROHIBITIONISTS. 

In opening the Prohibition national convention 
at St. Paul, Chairman Daniel A. Poling included 
direct legislation among a long list of reforms 
for which, he asserted with pride, the Prohibition- 
ists had been the first political party to declare in 
its platforms. This year’s platform renewed its 
former pledges on this subject. 

But this specific plank is one which the nominee 
for President, J. Frank Hanly, vigorously repudi- 
ated in his speech of acceptance, promising sup- 
port for all other planks. The text of his unex- 
pected and rather startling statement on this sub- 
ject was as follows: 

There is in the platform one plank—not re- 
ported by the committee on resolutions, but 
adopted by the convention—which I can neither 
approve nor accept; which I cannot defendin 
the campaign; which, if elected, I would’oppose, 
and which, if brought to me asa proposed law, 

I would veto. 

I refer to the following: We 
itiutive, referendum and recall.“ 

I believe them to be subversive of repre- 
sentative constitutional government.” 

In my judgment nothing could be fraught 
with greater peril to state and national pro- 
hibition of the traffic in intoxicating liquors, 
than the application of these three principles 
to the state and national governments. 

The plan of Missouri anti-saloonists to pass a 
State-wide prohibition measure under the peace, 
health and safety clause, which would exclude 
submission in a referendum, seems, accordingly, 
a local phase of a wider shifting of an attitude 
long maintained toward direct legislation. The 
usual indorsement of the initiative, referendum 
and recall in the party’s formal declaration of 
principles was contrary to the plans of the Reso- 
lutions Committee and had the dissent of an in- 
fluential minority of the convention. 

That great numbers of Prohibitionists will not 
be in agreement with their nominee on this mat- 
ter is undoubted. It is a reactionary position that 
ignores the support which a law must have in 
public sentiment for successful operation and 
takes no account of the distinctive value which 
the direct legislation principle has had for Pro- 
hibitionists in the past. 

Mr. Hanly forgets the past opportunities to 
express themselves secured for Prohibitionists, 
which, without the initiative, could have been 
secured for them in no other way. Without it 
many campaigns of education would also have 
been impossible on a peculiar Prohibition tenet, 
woman’s suffrage. If prohibition will be advanced 
by woman suffrage, as many advocates as well as 
opponents of that issue seem to think, the value 
of the initiative and referendum for Prohibition- 
ists must increase with suffrage’s inevitable 
spread.
